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i. General Statement: Jith the exception of some artivitics in the areas of 
the Diguith Guards and the Pirst Guards Ucchanized Armics , there wore ne 
general changes in the order of battle situation of the Russian cfround forces 
in Germany. The regrouping of Russian iir “orce units is continuing. 


2. Russian Ground Forces in Germany: Some components of the Michth Guards 
Mechanized Division apparently moved into the barracks installation in 
leipzig-Schoenau in which com-onents of the Eigith Guards Ary wore previously 
quartered. The components of the Tiguth Guards ‘Army which were quartered 
there have possibly moved te newly prepared quarters in the Gora~Zeits area % 
and apparently to the former quarters of the Volkspolized units in the Jeinar 
area Wiich moved from Naumburg to ‘eissenfels. The eventual location of these 
ighth Guards Army units has not yet been determined, 


3- Between 3 October and 22 November, a minimum total of 1 trains brourht 
recruits fron the USSH to the Russian Zone of Gernany., During the same 
period, a minimum total of between 26 and 28 trains left the Russian Zone 
for the USSR carrying discharred personnel.
